the m urdered woman's house oil the following 
m orning after the tragedy. 
Seeing the door

c*hild of the nmrdered woman, went into the 
house and naw the body lying across the bed. 
The child, supposing its grandm other asleep, 
endeavored to jiwaken her. Failing to do this 
the child becanie frightened and together 
with other children ran to the house of a 
neighbor and conm nm icated the intelligence. 
ISeveral neighbors hastened to the hut and 
discovered the poor wx)man dea<l. 
Xot daring 
to make an examination of the body until the 
arrival of the coroner, they could not con- 
jecturt 
the «“ftuse of 
her death. 
Subse­ 
quent 
examination 
developed 
the 
fact 
that the woman Avas otitraged and m urdered, 
Rnd had apj'jW'Utly struggle« ! hard ft» r her 
life. 
'L'he b« ily was a pitiable object to be­ 
hold, aiid it was e\ident great violence was 
used before life was eiitinct. 
The only living 
rt'lati\<? of the dtjad woman, a jnarried son, 
lives within lOO vards of the scene of the 
m urder. 
It is surm ised the assassin obtained 
an entiance into the house In* forcibly break­ 
ing in ihe door, as the door fastenings were 
fonnd upon the outside shattered to pieces. 
Your r« ?porter, in company with some other 
citiy^ns, went up to the ecene of the murtler 
this mcirning, and gleaned some facts which 
may lead to the apprehension of the m ur­ 
derer.
